22; ILLIAM and MARY by the Grace of God, King and Queen 
WAWEZ/Z of Greats Britain, France, and Ireland, Defenders ot the Faith, to 
Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Hecaulds, Macets of 
&= Our Privy Council, Purſevants, Meſſengers at Arms, Oar Sheriffs 
«> 1n that part, conjuntly andſeyerally, ſpecially conſtitute, Greet= 
 1ng- Forasmuch as, We with Advice of the Lords of Our 
Privy Council, have thought fic co put che Countrey in a Poſture of De- 
fence, againſt any Invaſion trom Abroad, of French and Foreign Papiſts, or 0- 
ther Enemies z Or againſt any InſurreRion at home, from unnatural Countreys 
men, threatned to this Our antient Kingdom, whereby ic may become the Seat 
of a Bloody War, and for that end, have appointed all the Officers of Our ſtand= 
ing Forces within the ſaid Kingdom,to attend their Duties: And confide:ing that 
the chies Defence of this Our antient Kingdom, Iyes in the AﬀeRion and Arms 
of che Nobilicy, Gentry, Herecors, Wodſetters, and Literenters, who owe to 
Lis and their Countrey to be in readineſs, and to ſhew all Alacrity for the De- 
fence of Religion, Laws 2nd Liberties, and theſe, and all dear ro Us, and Our 
SubjeRts, being now ar the Stake in the Cales foreſaiuvs. Theretore in Order to 
Our Defence, an4 the Detence of the Nativn, We with Advice toreſaid, do 
Command and Require, all Heretors, Wodletrers, and Liferenters; of whate- 
ver Quality wichia this Our antient Kingdom, to put themſelves preſently in 
readineſs with their beſt Horſes, ( being good and ſufficient) Arms; and Provi- 
ſions, and that according to their reſpe&tive Qualities and Eſtates, ro meer and 
conveen on. fourty eighe hours Advertiſemerit, and attend Our Hoſt and Stan» 
dard, as they hall becalled by Order trom Our Privy Council, for reſiſting the 
{aid invaſion and Inſurreion, if che (ame ſhall be Actempted, under ſuch Com- 
mandetrs and Officers, as ſhall be notified to them reſpeRively from Our Council. 
Table, and ar ſuch times, and places as ſhall be by them appointed, and there to 
receive ſuch furcher Orders as ſhall be given by Us, or theſe Commiſſionat by 
Us, And wedo hereby certifie all herein concerned, who ſhall nor attend ſuch 
Rendezyouzes to be appointed, and obey theſe Preſents in manner above ordained, 
chat they ſhall be puniſhed as willtul Abſenters from Our Hoſt and Standard. 
OUR WILL IS HER EFORE, and we Charge you ſtrialy, and Com?2 
mand, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals tothe Mercat-croſles of 
Edinburgh, and remanent Head-burghs of the ſeveral Shires within this King- 
dom, and there in Our Name and Authoricy, make Publication of the Premiſles, 

that none prerend Ignorance; And ordains thele Preſents to be Printed, 
Given under Our Signet at Edinburgh, the twelfth day of Jaguaty, And of 

Our Reign the fourth year, 1693+
